Then suddenly, Foolish Plea­ 
sure lurched ahead at the 
three-quarter pole as jockey 
Jacinto Vasquez pulled up the 
previously unbeaten filly. 
Dr. Manuel Gilman of the 
New York Racing Association 
said the filly had suffered a 


compound fracture of the right 
front ankle. 
It could take a week or more 
to determine whether the in­ 
jury is serious enough that the 
horse would have to be des­ 
troyed. 
Vasquez said Ruffian’ was 
running easily in the lead and 
when she changed stride, “the 
leg snapped just like that.” 
“I think if s serious. I don’t 
want to even look at the film. It 
was her right leg,” Vasquez 
said. 
Ruffian was removed from 
the track in a van as the crowd 
of 50,764 watched in dismay. 


Vasquez dismounted at the 
three-quarter pole and Foolish 
Pleasure continued on to the 
first prize of $225,000 for owner 
John L. Greer.
